So Senator Owen Charges in 
~ Advocating Creation of De- 
partment of Healt, 


HOOK WORM IN THE SOUTH 
CAUSES A WARM CLASH 


Senators Johnson and Money 
Say That Statements About 
Prevalence of Hook Worm 
Are Exaggerated --- Senator 
Owen Alleged Facts Have 
Been Suppressed About Cer- 
tain Diseases. 


Washington, March 24.—That 600,- 
000 lives are sacrificed annually on the 
of this country’s ignorance and 
neglect of sanitary and health laws, 
was asserted by Senator Owen if the 
course of a speech in the senate today 
of his bill creating a de- 
partment of health with a cabinet 
officer at its head. 

Mr. Owen's address was based on the 
theory that the various health agen- 
cies of the government should be con- 
solidated. He said that while Presi- 
dent Taft had not committed himself 
absolutely on the subject, he was con- 
fident he was in sympathy with the 
movement. 

Polluted Water and Impure Food. 

He that with proper atten- 
tion to the prevention of contagion 
and to the protecton of the people 
against the use of polluted water and 
impure and adulterated food, human 
life could be greatiy extended, and 
with all the safeguards applied the 
average might be increased to the ex- 
tent of twenty-seven years within the 
century.

Asked by Senator Gallinger why he 
had excluded the army and navy from 
the operation of the bill, Mr. Owen 
said he had done so because of the po- 
activities of those branches of 
public service. 

Hook Worm in South. 

A statement by Mr. Owen concern- 
ing the prevalence of the hook worm 
in the south aroused much Interest. 
He said he had been informed by an 
expért that $0 per cent of the chil- 
dren of one of the southern states were 
afflicted with the disease. 

‘I don't care who the expert is,” re- 
marked Mr. Money, of Mississippi, ‘I 
don't believe a word of what he says.” 

Senator Johnson, of Alabama, also 
took exception to the statement. 

Mr. Owen having asserted that 
worm could be cured by two 
thymol at a cost of 25 cents, Senator 
Heyburn suggested that was was 8 
000,000 “now on tap” for the eradica- 
tion of the hock worm. 

Mr. Gallinger thought since it had 
become Known that theer was so much 
money available for chasing the mys- 
terious hook worm there would be a 
corresponding imcrease in the disease. 

Plague Facts Suppressed. 

Mr. Owen charged that there had 
been suppression of facts about the 
bubonic plague in San Francisco a few 
years ago, and he asserted that such 
a course would not have been pur- 
sued if the matter had been in charge 
of a health department and not a mere 
health bureau

Volcano Again in Vio- 


lent State of Activity. 


Redhot Lava Is Rushing Over 
Country Adjacent to Volcano 
and Is Destroying Everything. 
Many Houses of Peasants Are 
Buried. 


March 24.—Mount 
Aetna, whose eruptions in the past 
have wrought reat destruction, is 
again in a neh state of activity. 
A. pronounced movement within the 
crater began last evening, steadily in- 
creasing in volume and tonight the 
gravest fears are entertained as to 
the results if the eruption continues 
in its present violent form. 
Thick Cartain of Smoke. 

From Catania correspondents motor- 
ed in the direction of the mountain. 
Passing the village of Mascalucta, 12 
miles in a direct line from the crater, 
a thick curtain of smoke was en- 
countered which entirely 
Aetna. At Nicolos!, 10 miles fromthe 
crater, the entire population had 


gathered In the square to watch the 
voleano, which appeared as a black 
Phantom above. Now and then it was 
illuminated with flashes of light, ap- 
pearing aimost red. Higher up the 
rain of cinders became thicker and 
extended like a veil across the moun- 
tain. A deep roaring was heard and 
detonations like the sound of artillery 
following one another In quick succes- 
sion, while the earth shook under foot. 

One of the gsruides cried: 
quake,’ and could hardly be induced 
to continue. The hot cinders covered. 
the ground like a thick carpet, render- 
ing walking difficult. A peasant Was 
encountered coming down. He sajd: 

“The fire rushing down, burning 
everything. The lava Is like a red- 
river.” 

Proceeding a little further 
colossal columns of black smoke 
could he observed Occasionally thev 
were cut by flashes of fire, presenting 
an awe-inspiring spectacle. 

Wide Strip of Fire.

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THE REMARKABLE VALUE 


OF A SAND-CLAY ROAD) 


(Joseph Hyde Pratt, State Geologist 
of North Carolina, in ‘Southern Good 
Roads.’’) 

The roads of the eastern counties of 

‘the southern Appalachian states are 


in the middie and western sections of 
these states they have an excess of 
‘clay, and often become impassable in 
winter. We are confronted, therefore, 
by the two extremes—deep sand and 
deep mud, and the name of either sig- 
nifies death to agricultural develop- 
ment, to social and intellectual life; to 
education and religion. While mnatu- 
rally, such a condition exists, things 
are pretty evenly balanced after all. 
In nearly all sections where sand pre- 
dominates, deposits of clay can be 
found, and if this be hauled upon the 
deep sand and thoroughly mixed with 
it, you have a sand-clay road which 
cannot make deep sand in summer; 
and if the sand is sharp and clean, 
sufficiently mixed with .the clay so as 
to overcome the tendency to make 
mud in wet weather, you have a good 
road winter and summer. From a close 
study and observation of this phase 
of road improvement, combined with 
some experience, | am prepared to 
make the assertion in full confidence, 
that there is no section in the eastern 
part of the southern Appalachian 
states where really good, practical 
country roads may not be built by this 
process, if only perseverance be the 
watch word. Many fail for want of 
patient, persistent effort, and fail when 
well within the goal of success. Re- 
flect a moment, and you will see that 
a sand-clay rvad is not in its perfect- 
ed state until each grain of sand is 
driven and wedged tightly between 
other grains of sand, and they in turn, 
between others, and so on through the 
entire body of the road, with only the 
small interstices filled with clay for 
the purpose of binding and to prevent 
slipping. Bear in mind, clean, sharp 
sand is needed, and avoid sand which 
has been rounded off by the action of 
the wheels in the roadbed. Always 
get sand, if possible, from the side of 
the road where it has not been so 
ground off round. 

If then, in the eastern part of these 
states, the mixing of sand and clay 
is a success, why will it not equally 
so in the middle west sections? I can 
confidently assert that it is not only 
equally satisfactory, but more so, from 
the fact that we have more and bet- 
ter drainage because of the undula- 
tion. And for the further reason that 
we have coarser an@ sharper sand. 

But in the middle and Piedmont sec- 
tions of these southern Appalachian 
states we are not confined to sand clay 
exclusively. This section is rich in 
rere. which may be had for the haul- 
ng 

We may often combine these three 
types of road. dirt, gravel and sand- 
clay in one system of good roads and 
have stretches of all three: but do not 
have mixtures of all three, that is, do 
not have part of the width of the road 
of dirt and part of gravel or sand- 
clay unless you are making the center 
of the road nine feet width of one or 
the other and crowning and sloping it 
evenly to the ditches. Don't fill mud 
holes with rock or even gravel, but 
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Atlanta’s most prominent business 
men are thoroughly aroused over the 
question of stop-overs being allowed 
here by the railroads. On every hand, 
discussions of the matter are to be 
heard and, without exception, business 
men believe that Atlanta not only de- 
serves, but has a right to demand this 
privilege of the roads entering the 
city. 

In speaking of the matter, Asa G. 
Candler, formerly president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, not only heart- 
ily indorsed the project, hut signified 
his willingness to dw everything with- 
in his power to further the cause. 

“It is a significant fact,”’ said Mr. 
Candler, “that hundreds of letters from 
the traveling public have heen received 
by the Chamber of Commerce. Atlanta 
does not have to persuade tourists to 
stop over here, but merely to give them 
the opportunity. While I was presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce, the 
matter of stop-overs was considered. 
A committee went to the roads’ offi- 
cials, but got little satisfaction. The 
excuses made for the refusal of the 
privileges, as I remember them, seemed 
hardly plausible. 

“I am in a position to realize what 
the granting of stop-overs would mean 
to the city, as I recently made use of 
this privilege in New Orleans. There 
are today hundreds of tourists passing 


from the east, north and west who

would gladly spend several days here 
if they might. As it is, they see noth- 
ing of the city. In fact, they cannot 
say of their own’ knowledge that there 
is a city here. 

“Advertising has played no insig- 
nificant part in Atlanta’s wonderful 
strides forward and I can think of 
nothing else that would be half so 
great an advertisement for the city. 
Let us give the roads to understand 


that we must have the stop-overs and 
we will get them.”

a fee for breaking a will. 

He Spoke on Shakespeare. 

Many years ago Mr. Ingersoll lec- 
tured in Atlanta, his only appearance 
here. as far as | know. As I remem- 
ber it. he at first intended to deliver 
on that occasion his famous lecture on 
“Gods,” but, as this was regarded as 
an anti-religious lecture, it was 
thought best, in obedience 
sentiment, to.change the program, and, 
in its stead, Mr. Ingersoll gave his 
great lecture on “Shakspeare.”’ 

No less a critic than Charlies A. Dana 
declared in his paper, The New York 
Sun, that Ingersoll’s “Shakspeare’ was 
the most masterly presentation of the 
fine points of the unapproached dram- 
atist that ever fell from human lips. 

One of Geofgia’s prominent 
since dead. who knew Mr. Ingersol) 
well, introduced me to him with the 
remark: 

“This, Mr. Ingersoll. is the young 
man who is writing a reply to you.” 

“Indeed! Glad to meet you, young 
man.” said the orator. “I stand ready 
to help you out. If you will meet me 
tonight after the lecture I will cheer- 
fully show you the weak points in my 
armor! Let’s all have a good cigar.” 

Mr. Ingersoll smoked nothing but 
thesfinest cigars and as the white 
wreaths of Havana smoke curled up- 
ward we enjoyed the conversation of 
one of the most sociable men and bril- 
liantly entertaining talkers that 
America ever produced. 

Said He Didn't Know. 

An Atlanta minister preached a ser- 
mon while the agnostic was here in 
which his purpose was to prove the 
existence of a God. In the course of 
his remarks he paid his respects to 
Mr. Ingersoll in no uncertain way. 

When the agnostic was asked what 
he thought of the sérmon which he 
had read in the papers, he laughed and 
said: 

“T have never: denied the existence 
of a God. Always, T have simply said, 
T don't Knéw!’ Knowing and believing 
are two distinct things. Nobody real- 
ly knows of his own knowledge. or 
anybody’s else knowledge, whether 
there is a God or not. The sheet an- 
chor of the constitution under which 
we live is freedom of speech, freedom 
of the pen and freedom of religious 
thought—all in one. Those are the 
things that our forefathers fought for 
when they battled down the tyranny 
that was opposed to them and estab- 
lished a free government in this fair 
land.’ Let the preachers have-their 
say, and let me have my say-——that’'s 
fair, and that's the spirit. or should 
be, of our institutions. 

“I gay that the strongest argument 
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that can be made on the subject of the 
existence of a God is based on analogy 
—a very weak form of reasoning. 

“A man may be a firm believer, and 
yet revolve around*a storm-center of 
ignorance. He may be this in the pul- 
pit as easily as out of it. Belief is not 
Knowledge! The finite cannot grasp 
the infinite! I say the universe wa@s, 18 
and ever will be, the qne indestructible 
thing. I know it was, because I Know 
it is, and I know it ever will be, be- 
cause fire, tne most destructive agent 
in it, cannot destroy the original ele- 
ments of which it is composed. I dent 
say there is not a God—lI say. ‘I dont 
know that there is, and don't know 
that there isn't.” 

He Was Not Orthodox. 

Four or five hundred people heard 
Mr. Ingersoll lecture on Shakespeare. 
The audierce was not as large as was 
expected. My recollection is that he 
received $500 a night. His agent was 
out in front selling the Bob Ingersoll 
literature. 

When the curtain went up, the ora- 
tor was not on the stage. A moment 
later he appeared, alone. and tne first 
words he said were these: 


“I speak to you tonight of the 
greatest genius of our world!” 
Then he plunged into his subject, 


and for two hours handled Shakespeare 
in brilliant words 
and wisely-witty war. 


A Wonderful Fact. 

“The poultry and egg trade of 
Gainesville is bigger than her cotton 
trede!’

Union, Towne 
and other counties in large numbers 
and shipped to Atlanta. Augusta, Sa- 
vannah, indeed to many = southern 
cities and as far south as Cuba.” 

That is something to think about. 
Gainesville, with two big cotton fac- 
tories, handling tens of thousands of 
bales of cotton annually, but getting 
moOre money yearly from the cehicken 
and egg trade. 

Good for Gainesville! Cotton is all 
right, but whepy will people realize 
that there is as much and more money 
in some other things as cotton? 

Cotton. of course. is king. but he 
is no absolute monarch. Gainesville 
shows the world. at least, that his 
white crown at best tops a limited 
monarchy. 

The Turkeys Come High. 

Mr. Sloan was very entertaining. 
He makes points and good ones. He 
said that he was told that turkeys 
were retailed at 509 cents in Towns 
county, where thousands are raised. 
Such turkeys as Atlanta has to pay 
about $2.50 for. This provokes a 
thought—rather a suggestion. If the 
big handlers of poultry and eggs make 
s9 much out of them the people who 
preduce them in those great poultry 
counties deserve to get better prices 
for them. 

Money in Poultry. 

One thing right here. There's money 
in poultry and eggs. It strikes me 
that if some farmers who pledge their 
crops for supplies before they have 
been harveste@ would combine chick- 
ens and eggs with cotton as a pro- 
duction, they would come out better 
at the end of the year. I am not 4 
farmer and may be wrong. But this 
much is c’ear: Nobody ever heard of 
a successful poultry and egg producer 
in White, Union or Towns pledging 
their produce for supplies before they 
raised it. 

A little more chicken anda little less 
cotton would help some, and don’t you 
fail to remember it. 

The chicken and egg farmer lives at 
home and boards at the same place. 
Go thou, some of you. and do likewise. 

How She Grows. 

No wonder Gainesville has 
banks and is growing like Atlanta. 

Mr. Sloan Says Ha’! county has ten 
telephone lines and they are talking 
all over the county.

Only the other 
day, I noted how a company had 
bought 100,000 acres in Union county 
for $1 an acre a few. years age. and re- 
cently refused $10 an acre for it.

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CINCINNATI PLANS 
EASTERN TIME TRIAL 


Change of Time Will Go 
Into Effect Beginning 
May 1. . 


That Atlanta may well adopt the 
plan of Cincinnati, at least as an ex- 
periment and try Eastern instead of 
Central time during the summer 
months, is the opinion of H. A. Binder, 
of Atlanta. 


Mr. Binder, while on his way west 


for a short trip, stopped over in Cin- 
cinnati and he writes Constitu- 
tion that Cincinnati will™move its 
clocks forward one hour on May 1 and 
for the summer months will give its 
citizens an extra hour of daylight in 
which to play. 

“The change from Central to East- 
ern time, especially during the sum- 
mer,” writes Mr. Binder, ‘“‘would be the 
means of making many a person forget 
the petty cares and trtals of the day by 
spending the extra hour of daylight 
in the woods, at the ball game or in 
some other healthful amusement. 

“Think what it would mean to 
thousands of men and women em- 
ployed as clerks in stores and offices, 
to the skilled mechanic, to the labor- 
ing man in general, to be able to leave 
his work while the sun is high and 
spend the remainder of the day in rest 
and recreation.” 

As Cincinnati Sees It. 

A clipping regarding the change 
from one of the Cincinnati papers and 
Sent The Constitution by Mr. Bind- 
er, is as follows: 

“On the morning of May 1, Cincin- 
nati is to turn all clocks forward one 
hour and begin the biggest socio- 
logical experiment, in point of number 
of people taking part, ever undertak- 
en in the. Wnited States. Cincinnatl 
is going to see if she can find more 
time for play. 

“Whep the clocks are turned forward 
one hour on May 1, the man who now 
gets up at 6 o'cloek in the morning 
will get up at what is now 5 o'clock 
If he quits work at 5 o'clock in the 
evening. he will quit work at 4 o'clock 
after May 1. If he goes to bed at 10 
o'clock now. he will retire at 9 after 
May 1. He will lose neither hours of 
work or hours of sleep, but on the 
other hand will see more of the sun- 
light; he will see an hour more of sun- 
light im the morning and an hour 
more in the afternoon. 

“He will be able to get home while 
the sun is still high, and tend to his 
garden. He will be able to see a 
g00d portion of the ball game: he will 
see more of his children; he will have 
more time to play. for by losing a por- 
tion of the daylight as at present, 
he loses that much opportunity for 
daylight recreation. 

“The ordinance by 
svstem is inaugurated can be rescind- 
ed at any time. if C.incinnatians feel 
that their «experiment to get more joy 
out* of daylight is a failure. Those 
who have made a thorough study of 
the system say that there is not a 
fault in it anywhere.”

W. M. Jenkins, 187 Gordon street, is 
opposed to a change from Central to 
Eastern time. 

“Central time is good enough for 
me,’ he writes The Constitution, “and 
T am sure it is ‘fast®enough’ for At- 
lanta. Eastern time may please sone, 
but TI fail to see any good that would 
come from it.”

Rome, Ga., March 24.—(Special.)—

Question of Disposition 
of West Point Surplus. 


Heard by Railroad Commission. 
Commicsion Is Asked for an 
Early Decision and Will Prob- 
ably Give It---One Debenture 
Holder Complained. 


Whether the stockholders of the At- 
lanta and West Point railroad have 
first claim on the proposed issue of 
$1,268,000 worth of additional stock 
at par and may exchange debentures 
therefor, is the legal question involved 
in the proposed issue which was 
argued before the railroad commission 
yesterday morning and which the com- 
mission now has under consideration. 

This involves, too, the question as 
to whether the surplus value in the 
stock of some $60 per share—it being 
worth about $160 in the market— 
should go to the stockholders as a 
bonus, or should go into the com- 
pany’s treasury to be used for doublic- 
tracking and such ftmprovements as 
are needed for the good of the service. 

With the additional stock which it 
proposes to Yrssue,, the raftiroad com- 
pany plans to retire $1,232,000 in de- 
bentures which have been outstanding 
for about thirty years and which bear 
interest at 6 per cent. 

It is proposed to exchange the stock 
for debentures, and the question of 
whether or not this should be allowed 
is the question which the commission 
is considering. 

Says It Is No Melon Cutting. 

At the outset of the hearing yester- 
day morning, Colonel Brewster, of 
Dorsey, Brewster & Howell, counse)] for 
the railroad, stated that the proposed 
issue is no “melon cutting” in the or- 
dinary acceptation of the term, that 
the railroad owes the money on the 
debentures and that it should be paid. 

The attorney stated that all the pro- 
posed issue with the exception of about 
$30,000 will be used for this purpose 
and that thé surplus will be placed in 
the treasury to be disposed af when 
possible. 

He stated further that the road 
paying interest on the debentures, that 
its available cash is no more than is 
necessary for working purposes and is 
not sufficient to retire the indebted- 
ness and that no bonds can be issued 
for improvementssor other purposes, 
under its charter, until the debentures 
are retired: He stated that no person 
would be injured by rettring the de- 
bentures.
